On December 17, 2002, Applicants received the attached Notification of Missing 
Requirements under 35 U.S.C. 371 in the United States Designated/Elected Office 
(DO/EO/US). The "missing" requirements identified in this document have already been 
submitted to the USPTO or are not properly required, as explained in more detail below. 

On October 3, 2002, Applicants filed a Submission of Missing Parts, Petition and Fee 
for Extension of Time, an original Declaration, a copy of the previously received 
Notification of Missing Requirements, an Assignment, and a Recordation Form Cover Sheet.
